: taken canine history by storm—the black and 
: white cocker spaniel, Checkers. 


, Yes, said Nixon, he had accepted the dog as a 


free gift, but he quickly added, “I just want to say 
this right now, that regardless of what they say 
about it, we're going to keep it." The impact was 


enormous. Not only had he met the allegations 
of dishonesty head on, he had turned them to 
his advantage, acknowledging a "crime" which 
his audience could identify with and approve. 


His purpose achieved, Nixon turned on the 
slashing rhetorical style with which he had won 
notoriety in the Helen Gahagan campaign. He 
struck hard at Adlai Stevenson, Democratic 
Presidential candidate, a man “who inherited a 
fortune from his father,” at Sparkman, his 
running mate, who had “his wife on the 


* payroll,” and at the Truman-Acheson Adminis- 
tration for a variety of sins: corruption, 


Communism, Alger Hiss, the Korean War 
casualties, “the mess in Washington." 


Eisenhower, determined to drop Nixon as his 
running mate, was persuaded to change his 


mind by the CHECKERS SPEECH, changing |

Lava Mt Records presents the first in a series of 
recorded dramatic interpretations of the dis- 
tinguished horror fantasies of H.P. Lovecraft, 
the greatest and most influential master of the 
Grotesque in this, and perhaps any, century. Al- 
though laboring in total obscurity during his life- 
time, Lovecraft has been acknowledged post- 
humously as the only peer of Edgar Allen Poe in 
American literature and a man with much to say 
to the present generation about the Abyss that 
yawns before us. 


Like Poe, Lovecraft was "discovered" abroad 
long before the serious critical fraternity in 
America even knew of his existence. By 1970, 
the New York Times noted a "striking phenom- 
enon," a very large number of translations of 
Lovecraft were appearing in Paris, Rome and 
Madrid where the Providence recluse was being 
hailed as a genius! The Spanish essayist Jose 
Garcia included Lovecraft in a list of the 10 best 


` writers of the world and the French periodical 


L'Herne dedicated a special large issue to the 
American master of the supernatural. 


Lovecraff's reputation has undergone a quiet 
but steady growth since his death in 1937. A 
publishing house was established shortly after he 
passed away to perpetuate his work (still in 
existence!) and most of the leading writers in the 
genres of horror and science fiction (including 
Bradbury) owe him a debt. Algis Budrys, the 
well-known writer and critic calls Lovecraft one 
of the three essential progenitors of science fic- 
tion. And at the recent World Fantasy Conven- 
tion a new award was established — a bust of 
H.P. Lovecraft, the “Howard” — given for out- 
standing accomplishment in the world of imag- 
inative literature. Like the Mystery Writers’ 
"Edgar" or Hollywood's “Oscar” it signals excel- 
lence and it could not be cast in a more fitting 
mold than as the head of H.P. Lovecraft! 


The lead story on this album is the finest pure 


;tales. 


tale of horror written since the first World War. 
The subject is cannibalism and Lovecraft means 
us to take it seriously as one of the grim 
realities in human history. But behind the subject 
lies the theme of human degeneracy, the dark 
secrets of man’s bestial heritage which titles and 
fine family names cannot conceal forever. 


When the protagonist, De la Poer, undertakes 
the restoration of the family’s ancient family seat 
at Exham Priory he is in reality questing for the 
ancient and unhallowed excitements that gen- 
erations of De la Poer's lusted after! As in all of 
Lovecraft's best work the horror is unrelieved, 
those unexplored abcesses of earth yet remain, 
nor will all the dynamite in England still the foul- 
ness of Man’s beginnings from burrowing to the 
surface again!
